The application comprises claims 1- 45. Claims i, jo, 

claifflS t 23 31, 36-37 and 42 have been amended. The response refers primarily to the 
independent ciaims the patentability of the dependent claims follow at least for the reason of being 
dependent on an independent claim that is patentable. 

The Examiner states that a copy of the certified copy of the Israeli application has not been 
received from the International bureau. Applicants have attached herewith a copy of ihe notice of 
submittal and a copy of the cover page of the International publication (WO 01/84262) of the 
application, which show compliance to PCT rule 17.2(a) so that a copy may be received by the US 
PTO. According to PCT rules 17.2(a) «(ne International Bureau shall, at the specific request of the 
designated Office, promptly but not prior to the international publication of the international 
application, furnish a copy of the priority document to that Office. No such Office shall ask the 
applicant himself to furnish it with a copy". In any case, if necessary the applicant is willing to 
query the International Bureau regarding this matter. 

On page 2 the Examiner states that claims 23, 31, 37 and 42 are objected to because they 
contain minor deficiencies. Applicants have amended the claims as suggested by the Examiner. 

On page 2 the Examiner states that claims 1-4, 26, 28-30 and 36-39 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by European Patent 0547594 (Texas Instruments Inc.). 

Applicants have amended independent claims 1 and 36 to clarify that the light is from a 
longitudinal surface of a linear light source, for example as shown in Fig. 1 A and described on page 
1 1 lines 8-20 and page 2 lines 15-17. In the European patent quoted by the Examiner the light is not 
emitted from a longitudinal surface of what the Examiner indicates is a "linear light source" 
(waveguides 80). Tbe amendment to the claims is to explicitly point out what was previously 
implicit in the term "linear". The scope of the claims did not change. In view of the above 
amendment applicants regard the Examiners objections above as moot. 

On page 3 the Examiner states that claims 5-25, 27, 31-35, 40 and 41 contain allowable 
subject matter. Applicants thank the Examiner for this indication.
